Workmen Declare Stranger
Told Them His Team Was

New York, Sept. 22.—Four workmen
appeared at the municipal building to-
day and declared they had spoken with
the driver of the death wagon that fig-
ured in the Wall street explosion last
Thursday.

Particular interest was taken in thelr
story, for ivovestigators wainly had
sought to establish the Identity of the
delver nmong the dead or the living.

The workmen =ald that five or ten
minutes after the explosion of a bomb,

believed to have been placed in  the
wagon, a man approached them when
they were standing in front of a build-
ing being razed in the Wall street dis-
triet,

Acecording to their atory, the stranger
sald his horse and wagon had been
blown up after he had left the vehicle
to telephone to his employer,

o sald he had been ordered to take’
building materinls to Wall and Broad
streets, hut he had been unable to find;
the indefinite address given him. After
talking to the workmen, he disappeared,
they said.

The workmen, employed by a house-
wreckin coneern, deseribed] the
stranger as either a Slav or a German,
about five feet seven inches, and weigh-
ing 160 to 170 pounds, e wore a
dark blue serge suit, they said,

Miss Rebecen Epstein, a twenty-
year-old stenographer. who clalms to
have secn the driver of the death wagon
hefare the explosion, previously had told
the district attorney that he wore brown
overalls,

The workmen's story served to re-
vive an early theory that the explosion
may not have been due to a homb plot,
but to & collision between an automobile
and o wagon fllled with explosives,

While walting to be quizzed by of-
ficials of the fire department, at whose
office they appeared, the workmen told
reporters that rnnr?‘ contractors workin
in the financinl distriet, when In nees
of explosives, frequently went any kind
of wagon for them, without going to
the trouble of obtaining a permit for
their transfer.

A maximum epoed of fifteen miles an
hour for motor anparatus going to fires
wis recommended in a report to Mayor
Moore this afternoon,

The recommendation was made in the
finnl report of o committee named to
war-l and report on the condition of

e cite's fire equipment,

The committee urged that the speed
of fire anparatus should be no grenter
than  the maximum  allowed  other
motor-driven velileles, which I8 fifteen
miles nn hour,

Fire Chief Murphy sald that the
fiftecn-mile 1mit could be stretehed to
eightorn or twenty miles, if necessary.

The committee nlso recommended the
complete  colimination of horse-drawn
apparatus, except nozzle abd ehemion)
wiagons; an approprintion of $5H50,0000
for new motor apparatus; a monthly
insection of nll fire apparatus, with o
report as to reairs needed and a schonl
of instruction jn motors and motor
eperation,

The report recommended the discon-
tinuance of detailing officers and men
af the Burean of Fire to other bureaus
and departments, and the organization
of o fire prevention squad ns n sepnrnte
unit under the control of the fire mar-
shal ‘l'n be ecomposed of men separately
appointed and not detailed to the squad
from the fire or other burenus,

The report of the committes ghowed
that the present equipment of the
Bureau of Fire consixts of 127 piecox of
horse-drawn and 114 pieces of motor-
driven apparatus,

The committer estimated that com-
pletely to motorize the fire department
forty-three additional picers of ap-
paratus will be required, The motor
apparatus necessury will fnelode nine-
teen gasoline pnmping cogines, nine-
teen chemical wmd hose wagons, three
acrial trucks, one tunk wugon and one
wreeking wagon. The approsiinte cost
of these additional pieces i £525,000,

Oficials of the Pire Undorwriters®

HURRIGANE HITS

NORTH LOUISIANA

Morgan City Slightly Damaged
in its Swift Passage From
Gulf Coast

STORM WARNINGS LOWERED

By the Assoclated Press

New Orleans, Sept, 22 —The tropieal
hurrieana last night hit the Lousiann
const, striking with full force nt n
point close to Morgan City, Dr. I, Cline,
district forecnster of the local weather
burean, announced todar,

Morgan Clty this afternoon reported
that the eity had suffered little dam-
nge from the tropieal storm which swept
in from the gulf near that peint last
night. Other reports received here In-
dicate the path of the storm was be-

tween Tartcher and Burnalde, La., and
for n distance of forty miles west of
New Orleans, Some damage is reported
also west of Baton Rogue.

Indieations today were that the fish-
ing villages along Tmke Borgue which
figured in last night's storm reports
were hit by a serien of gales and did not
experience the force of the mnin dis-
turbance,

Only the customary damage which
follows henvy winds was reported from
the villnges, although railroad hridges
wors thrown ont o lnmb and teafic
fdelaved on the Louisville and Nashville
uilrond.

Trees weore uprooted, windows were
broken nnd signs were blown down by
the wind here.

Dublin Hotel to Find Room

Dublin, Sept, 22.—County Councillor
Lynch, a prominent Limerick Sion
Feiner, was shot dead this morning in
his hotel apartment in the center of
Dublin,  His assailants are alleged to
have been ““Black and Tan'' police.

The murder took pluce at 8 o'clock
this morning, according to the Press
Association's aceount, when maiformed
men entered the hostelry, the Royal Ex-
change Hotel, and going straight to the
Enon; of their Inten!lod victim, shot him
end.

The various versions of the affair leave
it surrounded with considerable mys-
tery. It mppears, however, that at »
o'clock, after violent knocking on the
door of the hotel, which is situnted near
the castle, the porter admitted a dozen
men who said they belonged to the mili-
tary. They wsearched the regisier,
found the name they wanted, and rushed
upstairs, leaving some of their number
to guard the Furlrr with revoelvers,

After five minutes had elapsed all the
men left, the porter remaining in ig-
norance of what had occurred, believing
